With  their  wonderous  beauty  and  delight¬ 
ful  fragrance  Hyacinths  are  one  of  the  glories 
of  Spring.  They  are  seen  at  their  best  in 
borders  or  formal  beds.  Also  very  charming 
when  grown  in  pots. 

CULTURE:  In  climates  similar  to  the  Salt 
River  Valley  it  is  necessary  to  plant  Hya¬ 
cinths  to  a  greater  depth  than  they  are  plant¬ 
ed  in  more  severe  climates.  The  reason  for 
this  is  to  retard  the  top  growth,  thus  giving 
the  bulb  opportunity  to  make  a  root  system. 


In  heavy  soil  plant  the  tip  of  the  bulb  5 
to  6  inches  below  the  surface  and  6  to  7 
inches  beneath  the  surface  in  light  sandy  soil. 
Set  bulbs  about  6  inches  apart  each  way  in 
the  bed.  It  is  advisable  to  use  a  mulch  of 
Peat  Moss  on  the  surface  to  prevent  the  soil 
from  baking  and  also  to  conserve  the  mois¬ 
ture. 

For  pot  culture  of  Hyacinths  plant  one  bulb 
only  to  a  5-inch  pot  and  bury  pot  and  all  in 
a  shaded  place  in  the  garden,  covering  to  a 
depth  of  6  to  7  inches.  In  6  weeks  or  2 
months  they  may  be  removed  and  brought  to 
the  light;  however,  leaving  them  longer 
might  produce  better  results.  Once  they  are 


brought  in  the  light  keep  them  near  a  win¬ 
dow  and  plenty  of  fresh  air  and  water.

Mix  a  liberal  amount  of  manure  with 
the  soil  that  has  been  removed  and  replace 
it.  After  the  soil  has  settled  sufficiently,  open 
a  trench  in  -the  bed  about  six  inches  deep 
and  plant  one  ounce  of  seed  to  about  20  to 
25  feet  of  row.  During  the  warm  weather 
cover  the  seed  about  two  to  three  inches 
deep  and  in  cooler  weather  about  one  inch 
is  sufficient.  Care  must  be  taken  during 
warm  weather  not  to  rot  the  seed  with 
moisture.  After  planting  seed  soak  the  trench 
thoroughly  and  follow  with  a  liberal  sprink¬ 
ling  of  peat  moss  or  dried  grass  to  prevent 
the  surface  soil  from  crusting.  After  the  Peas 
have  grown  six  or  eight  inches  begin  to 
draw  the  soil  to  them,  gradually  filling  the 
trench.  This  will  necessitate  another  trench 
on  each  side  of  the  row,  through  which  to 
water  the  vines  during  the  rest  of  the  season. 
A  peat  mulch  around  the  plants  will  keep 
them  in  good  growing  condition.  Frequent 
cultivation  is  also  necessary.  Keep  them  well 
watered  and  at  blooming  time  keep  the  blos¬ 
soms  picked  to  insure  a  long  growing  season.

Light,  rich  loamy  soil  is  best  suited  to  flow¬ 
ers.  If  the  soil  is  of  heavy  nature,  add  sand 
or  peat  moss  and  a  liberal  scattering  of  air- 
slacked  lime  to  form  a  better  texture.  Pre¬ 
pare  the  soil  as  fine  and  smooth  as  possible. 
The  depth  of  planting  flower  seeds  is  very 
important.  Very  fine  seeds  should  be  planted 
on  the  surface  and  pressed  into  the  soil,  then 
sprinkle  over  the  surface  a  light  mulch  to  aid 
germination.  Medium  sized  seeds  should  be 
planted  %  to  Vz  inch  deep,  while  larger 
seeds  such  as  Sweet  Peas,  should  go  deeper. 
A  light  mulch  should  be  spread  over  all 
seeds  planted,  as  it  is  the  best  method  of 
keeping  the  soil  moist  and  cool.  Water  with 
a  fine  spray  to  avoid  washing  the  soil  from 
the  seeds.  When  large  enough,  thin  young 
plants  from  2  to  12  inches  apart,  depending 
on  the  variety.  Give  them  plenty  of  room 
to  develop,  allow  plenty  of  moisture  and 
good  drainage  and  the  results  will  surprise 
you.
